There is also 
a large warehouse where rags and waste paper 
are sorted and stored previous to shipment. 

There arc two Stores in different pans of the 
chy where the repaired and renovated articles are 
sold attloraina] prices io the poorer classes who, 
withost exception, prefer ii> pay Tor what iliey 
require than to accept charity. Time and ti<nc 
again cases oi extreme poverty come to the 
n&licc of the f^raisandant. Many of them reach 
hjFU tbrajj^h tfec msdiusn of lie Corps Officers 
who get in tQiicE. with them through their 
run a iron.

Vtaiting the Police Coort

Oi:c case, a typical instance among many, was 
that of a young Englishman of good family, 
After coming to Canada he got into financial dif- 
ficulties through the influence of evil companions, 
went from ba.d to worse, and eventually was 
arrested for vagrancy. 

The Judge went into the pros and cona of the 
ease, became convinced that there were possibili- 
ties in the young man if he was..only given 
a chance and a helping hand, and requested.. 
the Salvation Army to take him under its cojc 
and supervision. This was accordingly done. A 
bath, a meal, and a new outfit of clotbca, goes 
a loo,j way„lo help a man regain Some of the 
self-respect he may have lost, especially if com- 
bined with this manifestation oi practical service 
there is a sympathetic and brotherly interest in 
the mm himself. 

Soon the man previously referred to began to 
feel liis feet, to look up, so to speak. The influ- 
ence which emanated from hearts renewed hy 
the Spirit of Christ began to make itself felt 
tipon htm. For some weeks he resided at the 
Mctropolc and worked at the Industrial Depart- 
ment. It was found that one oi his besctmenta 
was the abusive use of drugs. With careful 
watching, constant encouragement, he at last trot 
the terrible craving under control and the desire 
for the stimulant eventually left hiui. 

Won Respect of Employers 

Having a good education a situation was found 
for him at one of the large firms in the city, and 
in due course he won the esteem and respect of 
his employers. To In's credit it must he said he 
never forgot the "bridge whieh carried him over" 
and often would call on the Officer und have a 
long chat with him. When war broke out he 
enlisted as a private, but his close application to 
duty and his ahility won for him a commission, 
He saw eoiioiderablc fighting and was awarded
